Teacher Development Conferences & Seminars In the 2012-2013 fiscal year the Institute conducted 33 on-site 
educational programs for teachers, training 1,252 teachers By focusing on founding principles such as religious 
liberty, freedom of speech, rights of the accused, federalism, and citizenship, each program provides History and 
Civics teachers with the tools and background knowledge needed to educate young people about America's 
founding principles and civic values The Bill of Rights Institute hosted its fourth consecutive Founders' Fellows 
program, an advanced introduction to American constitutional thought designed for early career social studies 
teachers 48 teachers were selected through a competitive application process for a program that included 
readings and discussions of key primary and secondary sources, scholar presentations, and visits to important 
historic sites The Institute also conducted a series of advanced colloquia co-sponsored with Liberty Fund A total 
of 84 social studies teachers attended six different programs, - five weekend programs and one week-long 
program - engaging in discussion about the importance of individual liberty in the American republic

and will be an online resource center for teachers to access curriculum for free This will also serve as a new

Instructional Materials Designed to supplement standard U S History and Civics textbooks , the Bill of Rights Institute 
developed the following educational resources in 2012-2013 Supreme Court DBQs, Volume 2 In May 2013, the Bill 
of Rights Institute published our sec ond volume of document-based question resources for teachers Four units, 
including Federa lism and the Constitution, Private Property, Brploring Civil and Economic Freedom, and The 
Presidency Constitutional Controversies, contained primary source documents relating to Supreme Court cases on 
each topic The cases included McCulloch v Maryland (1819), Kelo v New London (2005), Citizens United v FEC 
(2010), and Korematsu V US (1944) A te achertoolbox with lesson activities, graphic organizers, and 
supplementary materials was also included in this new volunne We also experimented with free online downloads of 
these lessons There w ere four lessons available for dow nioad w ith 3,418 dow nioads total Being An American 
Exploring the Ideals that Unite Us, High School Edition with English Languag e-Learner Guide In February 2013, the 
Bill of Rights Institute published the third editio n of the Being An American curriculum This edition raised the level of 
the readings and a ctivities from middle to high school, and it also included additional versions of primary sources and 
handouts for English-language learners and struggling students We also experi mented with free online downloads 
of these lessons There were three lessons available wit h 2,868 downloads total Heroes and Villains The Quest 
for Civic Virtue This resource wa s developed to illustrate the virtue or lack of virtue of individuals throughout world 
his tory and was published in August 2013 A narrative was written about each hero or villain and how the did or did 
not show virtue in their lives The resource includes teacher tools for teaching about virtue, journal prompts, and 
additional suggested resources like novel s and filrrs Documents of Freedom History, Government, and Economics 
Throughout History The Bill of Rights Institute began work on a digital textbook in the Spring of 2013 This resource 
will focus on primary sources to teach students about history, government, and ec enemies The other themes will 
include how Founding principles can be applied through all of the topics, and how students can be virtuous in their 
own lives Units will begin to be released in October 2013 Preserving the Bill of Rights The Bill of Rights Institute wor 
ked to update our Bill of Rights for Real Life curriculum resource This purpose of this r esource is to provide non¬ 
college bound students a basic understanding of the rights prote cted in the Bill of Rights Because the latest version 
of the resource was published in 20 08, we believed this resource needed to be updated to meet the needs of 
today's teachers a nd students The content focuses on the Founders' reasons for adding a Bill of Rights to t he 
Constitution, each of the rights protected by the first ten amendments, and the importa nee of these rights An 
English-language learner companion will also be produced to assist students whose first language is not English or 
for struggling learners American Spirits The Rise and Fall of Prohibition The Bill of Rights Institute produced 
materials to pai r with an exhibit at the National Constitution Center related to Prohibition Four lesson plans were 
developed including essays at three reading levels, an activity where students take on the identities of key historical 
figures during the Prohibition Era, a comparison of the ideas of the Founders and Progressive Era thinkers, and a 
Rctionary-type activity to help students understand key ternns, phrases, and ideas relating to Prohibition The mat 
erials were distributed at the National Constitution Center as well as online by the Cente r and the Institute There 
were 3,064 downloads of these lessons from the Bill of Rights I nstitute website College Bill of Rights The Bill of 
Rights Institute partnered with the Foundation for Individual Rights in Education organization to produce a lesson plan 
to ena ble college-bound students to understand how to protect their First Amendment rights on ca mpus Teachers 
were provided with a lesson plan and poster to illustrate the rights someti mes infringed upon by colleges and 
universities Through an interactive website, students could learn more about court cases relating to First 
Amendment rights on college and unive rsity campuses, sign up for scholarship contests and other opportunities 
with both the Bil I of Rights Institute and FIRE, and obtain additional resources from both organizations I n addition, the 
Bill of Rights Institute oontinually updated and delivered the follow ing o nline instruotional material 
Billof Rights Institute org This website provides teachers with free lesson plans and additional eduoational resouroes 
on the Constitution and Bill of Rights (We received 1,995,938 unique page views t
